LOCAL POPULATION 
SHOWS DECREASE OF 
34INPAST10YEAilS 

Saall nurfUaa AasHmd As Caase By 

CensDS Takers— Oeneral Itlsap. 
polntment Registered Uy Of. 
ot the City. 

Maysvllle'a 1920 population is 6,U17. 
These figures were announced by the 
Government Census Bureau In Wash- 
Uigton Wednesday evening. Maysville 
was practically the last city within the 
first four classes In the state to be 
announced and as yet the entire cen- 
sus of .Mason county has (i>>t been 
made known although announcement 
comes from Washington that the pop- 
ulation of Kentucky announced today 
Is 2,416,018, an increase of 128,108 In 
ten years. 

Maysvtlle's offlotal population in 
1910 was 6,141 showing that we have 
lost thirty-four residents In the ten 
years or a decrease of .ti per cent 
While this loss is very snmll compared 
Willi iiie loss of a number of other 
Kentucky cities In our class, it Is ter- 
ribly disappointing to all our dtlsens 
and especially to our city officials who 
are Inclined to believe that Maysville 
had many more residents than the 
number thus announced. 

I'rof. W. J. Caiilinger. who was di- 
rector of the census for .Maysville, in 
discussing the result of the Census, 
said that small families were very 
noticeable all over Mayaville. This is 
probably one reason for the small 
showing In spite of , the fhct that many 
new houses have been built In the city 
and many families have moved Into 
r city because of the boom iii the 
tobacco business. While the average 
family througliout the I'nlted States 
was reckoned by the Census Bureau 
during the past ton years at five, It Is 
pointed out that there wilt probably be 
a considerable reduction In that fig- 
ure when the census la entirely com- 
pleted. In the city of Maysville, at 
leafit, that figure is entirely to high, 
according to the enunieratora. 

Greater Maysville, including all of 
the surburbs which are separated 
from tbe city proper only by an imag- 
inary line, would probably have a pop- 
ulation of considerably over 8,000 
lonls. 

The women and men who took the 

Mnysvlllo census were veiy, careful 
and lliere is every reason lo believe 
thai so far as .Maysville is concerned 
the figures are absolutely correct.
